Walkout "Flagrant Violation
of Honor," Says One

Labor Leader.

Special Dcpatch to Tax Sin.
Baltivoke, Feb. 20. Baltimore faces

the blrirest textile strike In Its history.
Unless there Is a sudden change on the
part of mo'ro than 2,000 textile workers
hero a walkout will occur on March 1

fully as serious as the shlpyards'strlke.
for the mills Involved are rushing huge
contracts for tontnge. leggln cloth, uni-

form cloth and blankets for the United
States Army.

The workers have se rved their de-

mands on President Baetjer of the
Mount Vernon Woodberry Cotton Ruck
Company, Including an Item which a
prominent labor leader has characterised
as "a flagrant violation of honor."

Tills Is a demand for n closed shop,
which Is said to be In direct contra-
diction of the agreement entered Into
between the unions and the employers

. after the war began. In addition the
mill workers demand a fifty-fiv- e, hour
week with elxty hour pay fo time
workers and a flat Increase of 10 per
cent, for piece workers.

The company has offered a 12 ',4 per
cent. Increase and a fifty-fo- hour week
with sixty hour pay but Insists on an
open shop. The workers rejected the
offer, however, determined to demand a
closed shop. .

A member of the labor committee
ptaces the entire blame for the,comlng
strike on the shoulders of the walking
delegates.

"The walking delegates and the or-

ganisers draw big pay to go from place
to place, stirring up discord and discon-
tent among tho workers,", he said. "They
have their expenses paid and receive
their salary besides. They get an Idea
that it Is about time something was
started In Baltimore and forthwith one
of them comes here and starts agitating
the workers, who follow like a bunch of
sheep."

Din Market ITeller.
"Increased Inquiries for drugs and

pharmaceutical chemicals are reported
In the trade," says Drug and Chemical
Markets this week, "but sales are re-

stricted owing to short supplies of crude
materials and scarcity of finished prod-

ucts. Price advances occurred In Amer-
ican refined and Japanese campnor.
Botanical drugs are higher.

"Golden seal root and St. Incent
arrowroot were advanced. Tinnevelly
enna leaves declined. Some price gains

for barks were established. Trading In
medicinal gums is slow but short sup-

plies are keeping prices up.
"Seed anrt herbs are unsettled. Pros

pects of replenishing stocks to meet
spring and summer requirements are not
favorable. Spices used In the manufac-
ture of drugs and essential oils are
career than at any time In sixty years.

Numerous grades are out of the market.
Nearly all spices are quoted lower here
than In the Orient and other primary

, producing markets but there are no
ships to bring the supplies to this 'mar-
ket.

"Phenolphthale'ln and acetphejietldln
are lower. Essential oils scored sharp
advances, particularly for cumin and
patchouli. Oil of bergamot was an ex-

ception, due to an accumulation, of
stocks. Cables from Marseilles reported
that the French Government had pro-hlbt- ed

further exports of fenugreek
seed."

Urges Credit Mertrer.
Adolph Engel of A. & J. Engel, presi-

dent of the Associated Fur Manufac-
turers, at the annual meeting of that or-

ganization last night urged that the as-

sociation's credit bureau be Joined with
those of the organisation) representing
the cloak and suit, dress and waist and
other aiyed trades In the recently estab-
lished Central Credit Bureau.

"I need hardly remind you that the
fur manufacturer Is face to face with a
difficult financial ' condition," he said.
"Ve pay cash for dressing and dyeing
the raw furH that we buy for cash On

notes or acceptances. V cell on long
terms. The banking facilities and ac-

commodations at our command are in-

sufficient to cover this difference, and It
seems to me that, the trade will be
forced to adopt acceptances aa the only
relief."

William Walker Orr. assistant secre-
tary of the National Association of
Credit Men, spoke on "Trade Accept-
ances."

Imported Goods Released.
Import licenses releasing the model

gowno. millinery, laces, trimming and
other highly seasonable goods which ar-

rived several days ago on a French
Hteamshlp have been Issued by the War
Trado Board.

Although many complaints were for-

warded to Washington asking for the
lsniance or a blanket license, thereby
avoiding the delay of, making formal
application to the authorities, no such
action was taken, the licenses) being Is-

sued In the prescribed way.
Under the provisions of the President's

proclamation, all these goods have been
detained since Saturday, pending the
Issuing of licenses, and Importers were
becoming alarmed over the situation.
The released merchandise wa hurried
through the Appraiser's Stores yesterday
and much of it was In the hands of con-
signees beforo the close of the day.

IT. 9. Seeks Camouflage Stock f
Beports current In the local cotton

goods market yesterday were to the
effect that the Government wants 230,- -.

000,000 yards of osnaburgs, heavy
sheeting, for camouflage work. If was
estimated by one factor that 160,000
bales of cotton would be required to
lake care of such an order, and an-
other stated that with 250,000,000

arda of osnaburgs "one could camou-
flage everything between here and Eu-
rope and back again."

It was said there Is comparatively
little of this material to be had. It
has been used freely for soma time In
place of burlaps and many of the
looms that formerly worked on It have
been running entirely on ducks.

From
nil appearances there Is no question that
the preparations ore on a scalo that
wculd be Justified only by expectations
of ten years more of war.

Tills Is the opinion of a cotton goods
man Just returned from Washington.
Contrary to his hope that some of the
looms In his mills nuw working un
Government contracts might be released
for the civilian trade, he left Wash-
ington pledged to turn over still more
looms to Government work.

Plarea Hospital Yianse Orders.
The Government has placed orders for

about 3, 000,000 yards of hospital cloth
'hrough manufacturers n the last three
days, according to Information In the
cotton goods trade jesterday.

According to tho Information, thelargest part of this business was given

to Southern mills and the price paid
was said to be "over 71 cents." In the
recent discussion between the mllli and
the Government Washington officials,
held that 71 cents was sufficient for
poods of this character. At that time
the mills held out for 11 cents. The
ortnlon expressed In the trade was that
the orders In question were placed at
76 or 76 cents. '

This enables the user to
slip the needles In and out with compar-
ative ease.

The Idea Is said to have occurred to
the designer at a lecture recently when
he sat between two ardent feminine
knitters who continually jabbed with
their needles.

1 think It will help tho breed, but I
wish sho had a better dog. If Ben
Barry was near Boy Blue s equal and a
decision was left to me f would gladly
glvo him the honors, but when I know
that Boy Blue outclaees him In every
respect T think It Is unfair to decide
against me." Col. nuppert then declared
that It was only a question of a short
time until his dog would turn the tables
on Ben Barry.
